The commencement of Spring pperations throughout ‘Canada has ushered: 
in a feeling-of optimism in practically all lines of activity and in all sections: 
of the country with the exception. of the coal mining areas of Nova Scotia 

‘where the disastrous miners’ strike ‘is still-in’ progress at the time of -writ- 


There are substantial grounds for such optimism and the. stronger con- 
fidence in Canada’s immediate future which is. now.-increasingly evident. 
During March there was a substantial, improvement in’ manufacturing and 
particularly so°in the textile indusiry. | Permits for new building likewise 
show a gratifying increase, and’ these betterments, taken ih conjunction with 
the demand for farm help, are‘ operating to provide a latger volume of em- 
ployment. ore ie i agi 

Conditions throughout ‘the Western Provinces appear.to be uniformly 
good and altogether encouraging. Farm operations have begun under favor- 
ing conditions of plenty of moisture in the soil and well in advance of last 
year, and, notwithstanding a considerable drop from the peak prices prevail- 
ing a month or two ago, grain prices are still good, with prospects for prices 
prevailing at a figure which will result in a fair profit on agricultural opera- 


. ‘tions. 


During February and March there was, according to the April Monthly 
Commercial Letter of the Bank of Commerce, a steady increase in the num- 
‘ber of farms sold in practically all parts_of Canada, ard particularly so in the 
prairfe provinces. Immigration is steadily increasing and. a gratifying num- 
ber of settlers of an exceptionally good type are arriving from the, British 
Isles. ‘, 

For the second time in the past six years the month of February showed 
-a favorable balance of trade, the excess of exports over imports being the 
Greatest since 1919, and the total value of trade larger than in the corres- 
ponding month of 1921, when prices were substantially higher than at present. 

But ‘promising as the immediate future appears to be, the outlook. is 
‘even brighter for Canada in thé Years to come because of the increasing 
nécessity on the part ofthe United States to import food suppliés. | -Refer- 

. ence was made in this column some weeks ago to the prediction of President 
‘Coolidge that in a comparatively few years the United States would be one 
of the greatest food importing countries in the world. Confirmation of this 
‘Statement has already come from Secretary Hoover who states that the Unit- 

sed States is importing butter and cheesé on an increasing scale.~ Once the 
greatest of exporters of.cattle and meats, the United States is now regarded 
in Great Britain as having ceased to bea source, of supply of meat. 

The population of the United States is*increasing at the rate of one and 
a half million ‘people annually, and this Jarge increasé is principally in the 
‘large cities and industrial centres. ‘The production of wheat, of cattle, of 
dairy products, is not increasing in like proportion. Ten years hence there 
will be 15,000,000 more. peopte in the United States to he fed, and their food 
‘supplies will have to be imported, Here is to be found Canada’s golden 
opportunity. : : 

Canada is the logical source of supply for the United States and appar- 
ently our people are ‘getting, ready to capture this: business. ° For example, 
Canada exported ten million more pounds of butter during the past twelve 
months than during the previous year. The salmon ‘pack in British Colum- 
bia last year was the largest ever made in the Province, and 400,000 eases 

_ Jarger than in any year for five years, 
sand owing to the higher prices now ruling for beef cattle, coupled with the 
fact that the world’s demand for beef has now overtaken the supply, Canada 
may be-expected-to secure its full share of this trade.

‘HAS NO DESIGN 
ON BULGARIA “ 


Belgrade.—The* Jugo-Slay Govern- 
ment has-issued a note vehemently 
protesting against repofts regarding 
Jugo-Slavia which it claims have been 
disseminating from Bulgarian centres. 

he note says these reports are to 

the effect that a terrorist campaign’ 
is being carried on in Bulgaria with a 
view to provoking: disorders and civil 
war, “so as to permit the army of our 
western neighbor, that is to say; Jugo- 
Slavia, to _pazs the frontier and occupy 
Bulgaria.” . 
The note affirms that Jugo-Slavia. al. 
ways has maintained: the. best rela- 
tions with Bulgaria, “notwithstanding 
raids of brigands from Bulgaria pre- 
pared for under the “eyes of official 
Bulgaria.” 

Three Labor members of the British
